This school was commenced by Esq. Ball, 
(whose letters were published inthe Herald last 
year,) about two years since, and is composed, 
principally, of hall-breed cluildren, collected 
uboutthe fort, who, but forthe advantage of 
instruction derived from their connection with 
the school, would be in little, if any better situ- 
ation than the natives themseives. Some of 


them have made very laudable improvement in | 


reading, spelling, writing, English grammar ; 
and a tew of the most advanced are now study- 
ing, in addition to these, geography and math- 
é€matics. 

In addition to the day school, 1 have one in 
the evening, composed of ten of my scholars 
and two young men, one of whom has just com- 
menced learning, and is making good progress. 
Ihave also had three Japanese under instruc- 
tion, who were wrecked on the coast more than 
a year ago, and remuined captives among the 
natives tll released about ten months since by 
the captain of a vessel in the service of the Hud. 
son Bay Company, and brought to this place. 
They have now suiled for England, from 
whence they are to be returned to their native 
Jand. While in the school they were remark- 
ably studious, and mude very rapid improve- 
ment. 

I shell remain here, “if the Lord will,” seven 
or eight weeks longer, and then join my 
brethren at the mission establishment, which is 
60 miles from this, on the Wiilamette. This 
selection has been made afier much reflection 
and fervent prayer. [thas been found by ob- 
servation, that in order effectually to benefit 
the rising generation among the natives, a lo- 
cation must be made where a large school can 
be supported by the produce of the svil; and 
the place which has been selected appears to 
be the most favorable for that purpose of any 
we have yet discovered. From this place we 
trust the mission wil] hereafter be extended to 
other places, and much good be done among 
the poor natives in the name of Jesus. Their

All these, and many more 
inconveniences, they have submitted to with 
cheerfulness, and endured without a murmur, 
or even repining at their lot, although it were a 
severe one—fully proving to me, that the love 
ef Christ constraineth them. 

This course of labor must necessarily con- 
tinue through the present and succeeding year ; 
and I earnestly long to have the time arrive 
when I ehall be permitted, in the order of Di- 
vine Providence, to unite with them in perform. 
ing my share of labor; but as it was thought 
by the brethren that it would better advance 
the interests of the mission for me to tarry here 
this winter, I cheerfully submit.

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At Albion, Illinois, a place which bore that 
name in consequence of its being the residence 
of the British, there was no house erected for 
the worship of God, nor any that concerned 
themselves about the preaching of the gospel. 
He expostulated with several of the inhabitants; 
he told them that America had become great as 
she was, because the pilgrim fathers had been 
there. They had based all upon the principles 
of the Christian religion ; and, if they were not 
careful to act on the same principles, their 
names would be handed down to posterity, not 
with respect and admiration, but with execra- 
ton. He had reason to believe, that some ef- 
furt would be made in that place, in conse- 
quence of the remonstrances and exhorta- 
thous. 

Dr. Huby, in drawing to a conclusion, made 
soine remarks in reference to youthful piety, 
aud the great attention paid to the tuterests of 
the young by the ministers of the gospel in 
America. Most of the Sunday schools, he no- 
ticed, had an infant class, who were taught, not 
their letters, but the principles of the Christian 
religion. Some pious triends touk them under 
their care, and addressed them in a style suit- 
ed to their capacities. Ile thought it tery im- 
portant that the experiment should be tried in 
England. He then remarked, what a blessed 
sight it wasto see how religious instilulions 
Quurished when they were unallied with the 
state! when they were freed from all secular 
control! when they were not interfered with 
by worldly politics! ‘There had been great re- 
viva's of religion in America; and those revt- 
vals had not been cuntined to churches; they 
hal reached also to colleges and public semina- 
ries. But one point was well worthy of con- 
sideration; some exped:ents might possibly 
have been adopted by the brethren in America 
which were peculiarly suitable to their eireum- 
stances, but, substanially,the very same means 
which were so blessed by God there, might be 
employed in this country. It was not so much 
the sword that got ihe victory, as the arm by 
Which it was wiclled. ‘The weapons of the 
spiritual warfare were not carnal, and they 
were rendered mighty through the omnipotent 
power of God. ‘The same sun enlightened 
America and Britain. 
treasure was entrusted to America and to Brit- 
ain, and the same Spirit would shed his influ- 
ence down upon both.

because guilt is understood to be that state in 
which we have not only committed a crime, but 
are conscious we have done it. A. thinks if this 
definition be fair and just, it is a fair and full 
answer to the question without illustration; and 
also thinks a question so easily solved, did not 
surely deserve a serious answer. Let us ex- 
amine. First, is the definition as given by me 
fair and just? I have examined Webster, than 
whom I know of no higher authority for the 
Cefinition, and find it the same as I have given. 

1. «¢ riminality ; that 
state of a moral agent which results from the 
actual commission of a crime or offence, know- 
ing itto be a crime, or violation of law. 2.

Thus if Webster has given a fair 
and just definition of the word, the question is 
settled, and answered as fully as language can 
do it, without illustration; for A. says, “who 
does not readily perceive that an ‘infant ef days’ 
is incapable of conscious guilt?”

good conscience or evil, was criminal, and was 
held accountable as the drunkard is held ac-

though unconscious of the deed until he awakes 
fiom his drunkenness. The punishment is 
giounded on his previous crime of getting 
drunk. On this principle the insane as well as 


the infant is acquitted by our courts of justice, 


because no such previous crime is presupposed. 
Query, If our courts of justice, “being evil” 
would deem a child of two years of age unde- 
serving of any punishment, on the ground of his 
unconsciousness of the act—will the justice of 
God, who “is love,” deem the “infant of days” 
who is entitely unconscious of guilt, deserving 
the everlasting punishment of hell?)
